DEATH OF TWO BROTHERS IN MISSISSIPPI 
Taken from Fayetteville Observer February 19, 1885 


Dr. Isham G, Bailey, of Early Grove, Miss., who was seriously injured 
by a through train at Bailey Station, on the Memphis and Charleston 
railroad, on the 24th of December, died at his brother's residence 
near where the accident occurred, last Sunday morning, the 31st ult., 
at 2 o'clock. The publication of the unfortunate casualty appeared 
in the Ledger of the 30th of December. Dr. Bailey was on his way to 
visit his children at Little Rock. He suffered greatly at times 
until his death came to his relief, but it was only at intervals that 
he was conscious. The remains were buried at Early Grove. Dr. Bailey 
was seventy-one years old, and was a native of Lincoln county, Tem. 
and removed to Marshall county, Miss., about the year 1838, and for 
many years he was a leading physician in that part of the country. 

He leaves six children - Mrs. J.W. Goodwin, Mrs. Captain Sinoner, 

Mrs. Spence Finley and two sons, Neal and Cullin, and an unmarried 
daughter, Miss Birdie. They are all well known here, though most of 
them are in Little Rock. The unfortunate gentleman, when wounded, 
was taken to the residence of his brother, Mr. J.J. Bailey, where 

he received every possible attention at the hands of his devoted 
children, relatives and other friends. - Memphis Public Ledger.

NAVIGATION ON ELK RIVER 
faken from the Fayetteville Observer January 29, 1885 


Previous to the building of the railroad to this place, the one ex- 
clusive product of the county was cotton, and the only available 
means of transporting the crop to market was py the floating it down 
Elk river on flat-boats. This was a slow and tedious way and the 
mill-dams in the river were a menace to the cotton industry. At 
times boats were injured or destroyed in passing them,. and the cargo 
unexpectedly deposited in the river, and when recovered, was always 
padly damaged, It was impossible for these boats to pass down the 
river except in the spring and winter when, by frequent rains, the 
volume of water was materially increased and the dams completely 
covered, There was but one way by which these obstructions could be 
removed and the river made so that boats might pass down at all sea- 
sons in comparative safety; that was for the legislature to declare 
the stream navigable and order the dams to be removed. 


In June, 1847, a steamboat, the ‘sam, Martin," ascended the 
river as far as Elkton, Giles Co., 25 miles below Fayetteville, ‘The 
poat was 124! long, 18! wide, drew 16" of water and was propelled by 
a stern-wheel. ‘The captain, Mr. Parrott, declared the river, at a 
slight cost, could be made navigable seven months in the year for the 
smaller craft. The editors, Messrs. W.L. & A.H. Berry, of the Lin- 
coln Journal, then published at this place, became enthusiastic and 
enlarged upon the advantages that would accrue to the commercial in- 
terest of the county by the river being made navigable. It seems 
that Giles county was thoroughly agitated on the subject, from the 
following taken from the Journal of July 8, 1847 - 


"Mr, Osbourn, of Giles county, addressed a number of our 

citizens in the court-house,. last Monday, on the subject. 

His remarks were appropriate and calculated to encourage the 
undertaking of the enterprise. He informs us that the people of 
Giles county were determined to carry out the project. He also 
stated that Giles county had $4,000 of Internal Improvement Funds, 
which the citizens are desirous of expending in the clearing out 
of their portion of the river, and that if more is necessary the 
people are determined to raise it." 


A year or two after this, probably in 1849, another steamer, 
the 'Union,' ascended the river, coming up, during 4 freshet, as 
far as Bearden. & Thomas' mill. As the river was then falling, the 
captain would not venture further up for fear he could not pass the 
dam safely in the down trip.: Its appearance caused a great deal of 
excitement and the men, women ‘and children of the town and sur- 
rounding country flocked to the mill to gaze at the wonder. It was 
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regarded as a most gracious privilege, forsooth, to step aboard of it 
as it lay tied to the bank. 

After these two steamers had successfully made the trip up the 
river, the planters went to work to have the legislature aeclare Elk 
river navigable as far as this place and thus secure the removal of 
the dams. It was the opinion of all at that time that a steamer on 
the river would be a paying investment. ‘Those who generally took 
charge of public enterprises, determined to build 4 steamboat. They 
magnanimously declined to make a monopoly of it, put adopted a plan 
whereby they could only get an insignificant part of the stock; it 
amounted to prorating the cost of accomplishing their purpose and a 
division of the profits which they thought would inevitabley follow 
from the enterprise among the men of small means. ‘The voyage of the 
two steamers referred to and the declaration of the captains were 
taken as incontrovertible evidence that a small boat could success— 
fully ply the river when cleared out, for the accomplishment of which 
the aid of Giles county had been proffered. The leaders in the enter- 
prise went to work and had the question of building 4 poat agitated 
until the county was thoroughly enthused on the subject, 'In the ful- 
ness of time' subscription books were opened. Ata public meeting 
previously held it was decided to fix shares at $100, to place it 
within the reach of all, and no man was to be allowed to subscribe 
more than one share. The purpose of this was to prevent a few of 
the more wealthy men clubbing together and taking all the stock, to 
the exclusion of their less fortunate neighbors, and so that one man 
would not be more influential than another in voting at the meeting 
of the stockholders. The hour for closing the subscription books was 
fixed for noon of a certain day. It was declared by the more extra— 
vagent that, after that hour had passdd and it was impossible to sub- 
scribe to the capital stock, the shares would experience an appre~ 
ciation of 25% before night. Enough money was raised to build a 
boat which was christened the 'Lincoln,' in honor of the county. Its 
first and final trip to Fayettedille was made in the latter part of 
1850, when the river was swollen by the winter rains. It came up 
Elk river to the mouth of Norris creek. The town turned out en masse 
to see it, and all who could get on poard were given a ride to an 
island about 500 years up the river. This proved to the county an ex 
pensive excursion; the only trip to this place of the 'Lincoln', 
which cost more than $8,000. 


On the down trip the smokestacks were knocked off by the over- 
hanging limbs of trees growing along the banks of the river, and 
other damage was sustained. Instead of 4 small craft, such as had 
peen declared could successfully navigate Elk river, it was a good 
sized Tennessee river boat, and thenceforth was confined exclusively 
to that stream, The captain, besides running it so no dividends 
were derived, sunk it several times and the stock-holders werr asses~ 
sed to get funds to raise and put it afloat, and in addition to this 
it was continually needing repairs. It is possible that these mis- 
fortunes were not designedly brought about by the captain, although 
it was charged against him at the time, In consequence of these 
assessments, the stock, instead of appreciating, depreciated 50%, 
and at this price the captain bought it up, thus getting a new splen- 
did steamer at one-half its original cost. The longer you live the 
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more you find out; and the people of the county learned by experience 
that a Tennessee river steamer cannot run on @ stream designed for 
the propagation of cat-fish and canoe navigation. 


When the fact was laid before the legislature that a poat had 
been built for the Elk river trade, that body at once declared the 
river navigable and ordered the removal of all dams between this place 
and its mouth. ‘The owners of several mills had their dams removei, 
put Mr. Gilliland, proprietor at that time of the mill just below town 
refused to take up his dam. And in the end, his stubbornness in this 
regard proved to be profitable. 


As is the case with all enterprises ofa public nature which do 
not come up to expectations or prove complete failures, it was char- 
ged that those who had been instrumental in raising the subscription 
had acted with duplicity; that while the navigation of the river was 
ostensibly their object, the real motive was to have the dams removed 
so that flatboats could pass down at any time. This, of course, was 
erroneous. It was the opinion of all that a small boat could be pro- 
LEAD AY run on Elk river, after some improvements had been made in the 
stream, 


The sharp-practice, if any, was on the part of the captain of 
the boat, who contracted for and superintended its construction in 
Pittsburg, PA; and hadiit built of such a gize it could not run on the 
river, and then the stock was depressed by the frequent assessments.

JAMES HEMPHILL, FORGOTTEN VETERAN.OF THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
Contributed by William C. Pittman, Jr. 704 Desoto Rd. S.E. Hunts-

James Hemphill was born November 19, 1749 in Londonderry, County 
Ireland, He came to America in-August.1767 and settled in Camden 
District, S.C. where he was a resident: where he enlisted in Captain 
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William Bratton's company, Colonel Pnomas Neel's Regiment for service 
in the American Revolution. He had a total of 16 months service dur- 
ing the period from 1775 to 1780 and was in engagements with the 
British and Cherokee Indians in South Carolina, .C, and Georgia. 
After the Revolution, he lived in York and Chester Districts, S.C. 
until 1815, when he moved to Williamson County, Tennessee where he 
was a resident with his family for about nine years. He then moved 
to Lincoln County, Tennessee where he was & resident when he filed 

a claim for a Revolutionary, War pension which was granted at the 
rate of 53 dollars and 33 cents per year. He died in 1836, and his 
will was probated in Marshall County, Tennessee June 4, 1839, and 
identifies the members of his family as follows; John, William, 
Margaret, Robert, James, Nathan, Jesse, Esther, Jane Bell, Martha 
Williams, Mary i"cKnight, and wife Else. 


Although James Hemphill's credentials as a Revolutionary war 
veteran are well established, he has been omitted from all the 
Tennessee Records. ‘the tablet in front of the Williamson County 

Tennessee Courthouse listing residents of Williamson County who 
served in the Revolution does not bear his name. His biography does 
not appear in Our Valiant Men, 4 collection of biographies of William 
son County residents who served in the american Revolution that was 
published in 1976 by Louise Gillespie Lynch. There is no mention of 
games Hemphill in Zella Armstrong's hook Some Tennessee Heros of the 
Revolution. James Hemphill's name is not included in Zella Armstrong 
hook Twenty-Four Hundred Tennessee Pensioners: Revolution - War of 
1812 that was published first in 1937 and again in 1975. James Hemp- 
hill is not included in Roster of Soldiers and Patriots of the 
American Revolution Buried in Tennessee by Lucy Bates Womack, and 
revised by Helen Crawford Narch, Tennessee Society, NSDAR. 


No grave sites for James and Else Hemphill have been found, al- 
though they may be among the unmarked graves in the Bell-Hemhill 
Cemetery in Marshall County, Tennessee,

THE HISTORY OF WILLIAM STILES - 14 November 1810 - 24 December 1883 


William Stiles, the son of John and Margaret (Lynch) stiles of Laurens 
County, S.C., was born on 14 November 1810, When he was nine years 
old, he moved with his parents to Lincoln County, Tenn. where his 
father purchased land on the Elk River near the vicinity of Robinson 
Creek and Tucker Creek. His father died in the fall of 1825, leaving 
a sizeable estate to be divided among his widow and children. William 
received one hundred thirty acres of land and monies as his share of 
his estate and his brother, Francis Seaborn, also sold him the one 
hundred forty two acres of land that he had received from the estate. 


By age twenty he had married Piety Ellis, who was born 18 November 
1810, probably in the state of Tennessee and in 1830 the couple were 
living adjacent to his mother on the land that he had inherited from 
his father. Over the next five years three of their children were 
porn, John William, William Sanders, and Martha E. 


William sold his land in Lincoln County, Tenn, and moved to Missouri 
as the family was living in Campbell Township, Green County, Missouri 
in 1836 when their daughter Margaret was born. By the year 1850 
there were six more children in the family, Seaborn, Jesse, Joseph W. 
and Mary Jane ("Jenny" married Edward LaRue and J.W. clark), and 
Samuel Taylor ("Nick" married Frances Howard). 


He and his family left the state of Missduri shortly after 1850. Al- 
though it is not known, perhaps they joined with a wagon train and 
followed portions of the old Southwest Trails that cut through Miss- 
ouri and Arkansas connecting with other trails that ended up in Texas 
far to the south. In 1851 he purchased rich 'black prairie' land on 
Gilleland Creek in Travis County about 12 miles northeast of Austin, 
Texas and settled here. He bought the land from John Williamson 
Wear, who later became his son-in-law when he married his daughter 
Margaret. Two more children were born to William and Piety, a dau- 
ghter Matilda Louise (married Jacob M. Harrell) and a son Thomas 
Haines. In 1858 his daughter Margaret Stiles Wear died, leaving three 
small children and William brought the grandchildren home to live with 
nim and Piety. They were Susan Jane Wear (born in Williamson Co and 
married Felix Grundy Bolding); William Green Wear (born in San Saba 
and married Sarah Jane Boyd); and Elizabeth Wear (also born in San 
Saba), who married George Malcolm Loveless of Manor, Texas in 1877 
and had a family of five children including a daughter, Delta Love- 
less (married Rollen Lee Fraize, born in KY). 

Over the years William acquired more lend, He was & eattleman and a 
farmer. Cotton was one of the crops grown, A son Thomas Haines, who 
married and moved his family north to farm in Kansas, often spoke of 
his childhood days in Texas and helping out in his father's cotton 
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field, In later years, William sold off most of his cattle and rented 
out his land, 


fhe Civil War began in 1861 and it brought both problems and tragedy 
to this family, as it did for so many others. In 1863, a11 five of 
the older sons were caught in the fight and were serving in the Con 
federate Forces or local State Guard and Militia Units formed to 
protect their homes and property, thus leaving just two very young 
sons and one grandson at home, Of the five sons who served, John 
William, Jesse, Seaborn and Joseph W. were either killed or died of 
disease during the conflict. William Sanders, the only son to return 
home safely from the war, died in 1900 and is buried in the Conoley 
Cemetery in Milam County, Texas near Thorndale. The death of four 
sons was a tragic blow to the entire family, but it is said their 
mother, Piety, especially had difficulty accepting the loss. 


William and his wife were prominent citizens of Travis County and he 
was &@ member of Parsons Masonic Lodge #22 A.F. & F.M. in Manor, Texas: 
In 1870, he donated one acre of land for one of the first schools in 
the community to be built. The school building, located just north- 
west of Manor, was constructed of rock and called the Gilleland 

Creek Academy. It was known much later 4s the Gregg School. By the 
early 1900's, as Sunday Church Services were being held in the school 
house, it became known as the 'Rock Church' and 4 small centery was 
located close by. In 1910 the old rock pbuilding was torn down and a 


wooden frame building was erected on the site. The cemetery is 411 
that remains today. 


William Stiles died on 24 December 1883, at the age of seventy-three 
and his wife, Piety, died a few years later on 23 May 1885. They 
are both buried in the Gregg School Cemetery, their graves marked by 
well preserved headstone enclosed within an iron fence. 


Today the descendants of William and Piety Ellis Stiles are widely 
scattered throughout the United States.

James Clark was born in.N.C., March 28, 1808, his‘ parents and he 
moved to LCT about 1820. His father was Joseph Clark, born in New 
Jersey in 1775, and his mother, Mary, was from N.C, Both parents 
are buried at Brick Church Cemetery in Northeast Giles Co., TN. 


Probably the most interesting fact about James Clark is that he was 
the progenitor of 24 children, two of which died young, two had no 
children, and six of the children's descendants have not been located, 
due to lack of communication over the years, The first known family 
reunion was held in 1981. 


James (also known as 'Jim' according to old letters) first married 

Elizabeth Merrill on Dec. 31, 1829. She died in 1847 while giving

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According to the 1860 LCT census there were 14 children in the James 
Clark household - 9 of the 'first family' end 5 from the 'second'. 
Needless to say, the average-size log structure (which still stands 
in N.W. LCT) must have indeed been crowded. 


By the decade around the turn of the century, five of the children had 
moved to Texas. It is not known how often the children in the TN 
area visited each other, put it is believed that there was never any 
formal attempt to have any sort of family reunion as we know it today- 
for by the time rapid travel and communication came into vogue, there 
seemed not to be the desire for family reunions. 


Apparently a few of the Texas Clarks were in communication with each 
other's cousins--the cousins within their own immediate family. The 
same seems to be true of the Tennesseans also. A Texas cousin and 
wife visited Tennessee in about 1969, not knowing any relatives in 
this area--only by asking strangers did they find a few relatives. 


years later, it was through the efforts of first, Pearlie Atchley of 
Ardmore, AL and later, of Evelyn Locke of Crossville, IN, that the 
first family reunion known of was held in 1981 in Taft, IN. Three 
subsequent reunions with Lawrence Clark of Culleoka, TN in charge 
have been held annually in other locations with 50-80 in attendance. 
Lawrence and his wife Evelyn and the writer have done much research 
in the finding of James Clark's descendants and accumulating infor- 
mation on them. 


This year's reunion will be at Boonshill school on Oct. 12 and 13. 


Almost 1600 direct-line descendants have been identified so far and 
these, of course, exclusive of the six children (with asterisks ) 
above whose descendants are still unlocated, and who the family is 
very desirous of locating. Writer of this article may be called col- 
lect at (214) 331-4060 if any peader thinks he may have information. 


James Clark died 100 years ago in 1885, and the locating of his 
entire family's descendants would be @ wonderful tribute to his 
memory.
